personable man whose ability can restore to the office the re- 
spect and prestige it deserves. 


And it is to the interest of all taxpayers that he be given 
that opportunity to serve. 


Within the last year, this newspaper has been critical of 
Haden's utilization of his office to further his own personal in- 
terests, despite his pre-election promises four years ago — and 
fervent promises they were, too — that he would not engage in 
private practice. He reneged on that promise, he has stated, 


bgcause he "needed the money." 


The undisputed record, taken from witnesses under oath, 
shows that Haden not only violated the promise of no private 
practice as applied to him, but also allowed employees in his 
office, against county regulations, to do the same thing. Former 
employees of his office have testified they performed private 
wogk, with county equipment and on county time. 


And this was going on, mind you, at a time when he actively 
was seeking additional help for his office.on the grounds that he 
didn't have enough personne! to accomplish the necessary county 
work. 


Mr. Haden has been doing a great deal of talking during 
the last year about all the money he is saving the county by col- 
lecting large sums of support payments from fathers whose fam- 
ilies ‘otherwise would have to draw welfare assistance. 


He claims that in the first three years of his term, and 
through efforts of his staff, these collections have run consider- 
ably higher than the preceding two years before he took office. 


The more accurate figures on these collections show that in 
only one year, in 1957, did these collections exceed those made 
in any of the two years before he took office. His whole smoke- 
screen on this supvort-collection issue thus has blown away. 


The incumbent also has been quoting percentage statistics 
of convictions made by his office, and statistically, they look 
good for him. 


The figures do not break down, however, the enormous num- 
ber of those convictions that came the "easy" way — by reduc- 
tion of charges against persons charged with crime. 


Lastly, the Times-Delta realizes that the incumbent district 
attorney has reached the end of his useful purpose as a public 
officer because of his unwillingness to cooperate with other coun- 
ty penertrnents, where cooperation is imperative to’ the common 
good. 


And he has on occasions acted as a censor of information to 
which the public was entitled and, as an example, he has never 
explained to the Tulare county public why he has seen fit to main- 
tain in a bank in another county his special investigative fund 
over which the public has no accounting. 


These in brief are some of the reasons why the Times-Delta 
urges the voters to cast their ballots on June 3 for Jay R. Ballan- 
tyne for District Attorney.
